FORTUNATE the child of any 
aga whose parents listen eagerly 
to th* accounts of his experi­ 
ences, who con.slder anything of 
Beep Interest to him worthy of 
their rapt attention. 
When your ehlld returns home 
Bt the end of his first day at 
•chook listen eagerly to his report 
of the day’s experience-*, If he 
does not volunteer to talk about 
his school day, a few apt ques­ 
tions might brin*; gtaxl response. 
On the other hand, lf you press 
too hard with questions, you 
might make him less ready to 
talk about school. Your best way 
la always to listen attentively and 
appreciatively when h«* does talk. 
At the dinner hour when the 
whole family Is present, he might 
be m ost ready ta talk (if his day 
at school. However, you must not 
allow him to overshadow any 
younger children with ronstant 
talk of school You need to culti­ 
vate a bx lo net. 


Hack Cp T eacher's Authority 
Nearly always the ehlld In the 
h i S e ’find or third grade Idol­ 
ises his teacher. Her ways are 
always right and wonderful. If 
elth* r parent makes a statement 
which this child supposes to be 
In contradiction to a statement 
by the teacher, the child may say. 
“Oh, no. Mt.w Corrigan says . . ,* 
When our children were very 
young we always replied, “Miss 
Corrigan must be right.** 
As these children grew older 
and we helped them with lessons, 
we tried never to teach ways of 
doing or saying anything, as in 
arithmetic, in conflict with the 
teacher's methods. 
When one of the children criti­ 
cised the teacher to us. we tried to 
come to her defense, whenever we 


could do so conscientiously, lf. as 
happened in a few rare instances. 
we felt the teacher wen wholly 
wrong, as In way* ct discipline, 
we said nothing, hut simply let 
the child talk, so long as 
talk 
i was not abusive. 
Barents Must Cooperate 
We parents can do great harm 
if we blow up and speak critically 
of the teacher, even when we feel 
sure she is entirely wrong. After 
all, the children will continue aa 
pupils of this teacher. Besides, we 
don’t want to demonstrate to our 
child that we make judgments on 
the basis of only one side of the 
evidence. 
If we consider the matter of 
major Importance, we should 
walt a few days until we are sure 
we have ourselves well under 
control, and then go to talk over 
; the matter with the teacher. I 
don’t recall a single instance 
j when either Mrs. Myers or I felt 
It desirable to see the teacher as 
a result of such a report by the 
child. On the contrary, I recall 
that one of the teachers, com­ 
plained about by one of our 
children In the fifth grade, proved 
later to be greatly admired by 
this child and. in our judgment, 
to be one of the ablest teachers 
this child ever had. (My bulletin, 
“Parents Can Help the Child Suc­ 
ceed at School,** may be had by 
sending 
a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to me In care 
of this paper.I 
Among the happiest memories 
we have of our children are of 
their talk at home, especially at 
maals, of the interesting things 
they had learned at school cr 
done In their tetra-curricular 
activities at the junior and senior 
high school levels.
